TRIBUTE TO MOSES ASCH 
By Pete Seeger 


Moses Asch, founder of Folkways Records, 
died October 19 of a heart attack in New York at 
the age of 81. His story is one you should know. 


Moe, the son of the novelist Sholem Asch, was 
born in Warsaw, first éducated in Koblenz, 
Germany, entered the U.S. through Ellis Island, 
and grew up in Brooklyn. One of his early jobs was 
installing sound equipment in Yiddish theaters and 
burlesque houses. 


In New York he heard the great-black folk 
singer Leadbelly, and found that outside the 
Library of Congress archives, no one was recording 
his repertoire of Southern songs. This was a great 
cultural tragedy, thought the young man who came 
from an intellectual European Jewish background. 
A tragedy especially for the young people of 
America, who should get a chance to hear Lead- 
belly’s voice and his pounding twelve-string guitar. 


He asked Leadbelly to select eight of his 
favorite children’s songs, rigged up his own office 
as an improvised sound studio, and in three hours of 
time recorded the album. One hundred copies sold 
the first year. His success led him to record others, 
including Woodie Guthrie, who arrived in New 
York in 1940. For twelve years, his recording 
company was a hand-to-mouth operation, often on 
the brink of bankruptcy. Moses Asch and one 
secretary did everything, including “‘promotion.”’ 


Asch hit his stride in the 1950s, when the 
invention of vinyl LPs made mailing records more 
practical. He spent few dollars on advertising, but 


spent fifteen to twenty-five weekends a year 
attending educational conventions. There would be 
Moses Asch at a table spread out with records 
unavailable anywhere else in the world. Folkways 
gained the reputation for having records that 
nobody else carried. You want the religious music 
of Afghanistan? Folkways will have it. 


During the ’5Os, whenever I became enthus- 
lastic about some new song or idea, I’d drop by, 
often unannounced, at Asch’s studio-office. He'd 
prop upa mike in front of me. A month later, anew 
LP might have this song on it. He was willing to try 
many experiments. 


In 1947, Asch put Woody Guthrie on a salary 
and urged him to go to Massachussetts where Sacco 
and Vanzetti had lived and worked before they 
were arrested and executed in the 1920s. The 
resulting album of original songs by Woody has 
been used in thousands of history classes. 


I was on a week’s furlough from the army in 
1944 when I found that no one had ever put out a 
record of the songs sung by the Abraham Lincoln 
Battalion, American volunteers in the Spanish Civil 
War, circa 1938. On forty-eight hours’ notice, we 
rounded up Tom Glazer, Bess and Baldwin Hawes, 
rehearsed on Saturday, recorded on Sunday, and | 
was back in the barracks on Monday. The record is 
still in the Folkways’ catalogue. One of my 
favorites. 


The huge catalogue, with over 2,200 record- 
ings, should stand for all time as the life work of 
Moses Asch. It includes recordings of Leadbelly, 
Woody Guthrie, as well as jazz, Appalachian 


music, gospel, spoken words, children’s songs, 
electronic music, ragtime, environmental sounds 
and traditional music from virtually every country 
on the map. Those recordings — made widely 
available through’Moe’s continuing efforts — have, 
been vital reference works in contemporary music. | 
am proud to have been friends-with Moe. 


(Ed. Note: Upon Moe's death, the Smithsonian 
Institution bought the inventory of recordings and 
acquired the Folkways label.)

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The Edmonton Folk Music Festival: 





FF: Andy, how long have you been associated with the Edmonton Folk Music Festival? 


AL: | had been away on a journey to Asia for the festival’s opening, but became involved as a 
volunteer on my return during its second year. | worked on the stage crew co-ordinating 
“The Tent,” an acoustic stage, for five years until last year, when an opportunity became 
available — | applied for and became the General Manager of the Festival. 


FF: Why did you become interested? 


AL: My interest in folk music began with the Hovel, which was a coffeehouse hosting mostly 
folk music. That was in the early '70s, when | was the chairman of S.P.A.R.S.E. (The Society 
for the Preservation of an Artistic Reality and a Social Environment), which licensed the 
Hovel. As well, | was the manager of the club for its first two years. 
S till The reasons were so numerous then: first, there was no venue, other than the occasional

The Hovel’s success and longevity became 
evidence of those needs. 
Today, in the Eighties, with all the musical outlets available in Edmonton, the Festival has 
eTe) | ng become for me the natural progression of those same simple beliefs, but as a celebration. 


Stro ae | FF: So you've seen the Folk Music Festival grow from a relatively small gathering to an event 
of international stature. Could you briefly describe how it has evolved? 


AL: The Festival has had a moderate growth rate since its beginning, but it was the infusion 
of new blood coming up from the volunteers to the board level, and to management, staff and 
artistic direction that enabled Edmonton to have the largest attendance of any folk festival in 
Canada last year. It is our business attitude which allows our organization to be effective, but 
itis that energy of generosity and hard work from our staff and some 600 volunteers that has 
spread our presence internationally. The presence is spread by the audience and the 
entertainers: they tell their friends and other entertainers and the interest grows. 


FF: Do you enjoy your job? 
AL: With a passion ... both sociologically and personally. 


FF: What are your expectations for future development of the festival: Are there any specific 
changes in the works? 


AL: My expectations are continually redefining themselves. We need to find a balance, a 
dynamic balance that can change with the environment. As government support decreases 
we are becoming a biggger part of the business community. As the economy suffers our

There is also a balance between promotion and attendance and between co-operation 
and enjoyment. | am pleased with the balance that we have achieved this year and | expect 
our best festival ever. 

Festivals in general are receiving massive support in Canada, especially western Canada, 
and folk music festivals such as Vancouver's, Winnipeg's and our own are growing examples 
of this phenomenon. We are becoming international news. This year we have reports from 
Rolling Stone magazine, The L.A. Times, The Village Voice, The Boston Globe, and the Globe and 
Mail attending our festival. As well, we have already been given favorable press in Rolling 
Stone, the Toronto Star, the Globe and Mail, various music magazines, and in the Vancouver, 
Calgary and Edmonton newspapers. 

We will also attempt to co-produce a video with Edmonton's Q.C.T.V. Yes, the performers, 
the audience, business and the media are becoming interested, and | expect some good 
years ahead of us for Edmonton's Folk Music Festival.

EDMONTON FOLK MUSIC FESTIVAI. 
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By Rob Trousdell 


You probably think throwing a party for 20,000 people is like a lot of 
work. Make that a three-day music festival with an international 
reputation for quality and outstanding organization to uphold and the 
job sounds even tougher. 


You're right of course. 


But don't suggest that to any of the Folk Festival's 600 volunteers. To 
these festival professional's the hours put into making this weekend a 
success are more fun‘than hard work. 


No similar organization in Edmonton can boast such a sizeable army 
of dedicated volunteers. Almost every aspect of the Festival is run by this 
team, from Box Office selling tickets at main gate to Stage Crew 
changing microphones on main stage. Even the Board of Directors are 
volunteers, most of them also serving as crew co-odinators. 


Since year one, this festival has been built on the strength of its 
volunteer force. What you enjoy today is the result of their energy and 
expertise. Without these highly motivated individuals there would be no 
festival. Our volunteers don’t volunteer for the Festival so much as they 
are the Festival! 


The magnitude of the project is staggering. Twenty-seven crews, each 
with its own area of responsibility, are necessary to make the weekend 
run smoothly. 


Some of their efforts are obvious. Site Crew turns an empty park into a 
self-contained village with 32 tents,8 stages, 4 1/4 kilometers of fencing 
and miles of electrical cable. A few days from now they'll take it down, 
and there won't be so much as a gum wrapper left fo show they were 
here. 


The Crew at Bicycle Lockup watch thousands of bikes. They have yet to 
misplace one. 


The seventy-member Kitchen Crew has 800 volunteers and performers 
to feed. That’s more than 5,600 meals of gourmet quality that gives 
Edmonton the reputation for the best food on the festival circuit! 


The efforts of other crews are not so easily recognized. Airport 
Hospitality has close to 200 performers to meet and deliver back to the 
airport at all hours of the day and night. 


Hotel Hospitality gets them settled and makes sure they have their 
schedules for the weekend. Shuttle Crew gets them from hotel to site on 
time for workshops and concerts. 


Once at the park, Site Hospitality attempts to meet their every need and 
makes them feel at home while Instrument Lockup takes care of 
everything from the performers’ pennywhistles fo valuable old string 
basses. 


If you're a visiting reporter, Media Crew gives you the grand tour, 
arranges for interviews and makes sure you get the full Festival story, with 
pictures. 

You've run into some of our volunteers already. Information Crew sold 
you this program. They can tell you where the telephones are and if 
changes have been made in the workshop schedule. 

The folks behind the counter at the General Store will provide you with 
the very latest in festival attire. They're also willing to sell you the winning 
ticket for the trip to Rio.

Record Crew may see you take 
some of this weekend's incredible 
music home to enjoy long after 
the Festival is over. If there’s a 
record or tape available by any of 
our artists, they've likely got if in the 
Record Tent. 


In the playground, Kids’ Crew 
keeps hundreds of children 
enthralled with a festival all their 
own. At the other end of the 
grounds Beer Tent gets full marks 
for efficiency as they provide the 
big kids with entertainment of a 
different sort. 


First Aid and Security are 
important crews whose services 
you may not need. Both are fully 
prepared to respond to any 
situation from a minor to a major 
emergency and it’s good to know 
these professionals are there. 


Behind the scenes are more 
volunteers making the festival. 
Gate and Traffic control the flow of 
people and vehicles around the 
park. Schleppers and Gofers are 
the on-site Couriers, running 
material and: messages where 
needed. Environment keeps litter 
barrels emptied, the park spotless.

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QUESTION: Kim! What do you do in 
your capacity as Production Manager of 
the Edmonton Folk Music Festival? 


ANSWER: Basically I coordinate 
dedicated volunteers and materials to 
erect and tear down the Festival site as 
seen here today. I also ensure the 
production is of a standard suitable for 
an event of this size and stature! 


Q: Kim, could you briefly describe for 
our readers how the Festival comes into 
being? How much time is involved and 

how many people are involved? 


A: To be brief on this subject is next to 
impossible, but I’ll try. The organization 
of the Festival goes on year round, with 
the production aspect of the Festival 
starting in May. At this time my 
assistants and I utilize the next three 
months to prepare and line up material 
for the site build-up which starts two 
weeks prior to the Festival. Site activity 
rises to a feverish pace with 50 - 60 
dedicated and hard working volunteers 
coming on stream to render their 
invaluable assistance with erection of the 
Festival site. On the weekend of the 
Festival, the volunteer population grows 
to an excess of 600 people. Then with 
the weekend over, we spend a week 
tearing down and cleaning up the site. 
We haul all material away to storage and 
begin our plans for next year’s Festival. 


Q: What kind of technical expertise is 
involved? 


A: Basically all that is needed in this 
area by our volunteers is a time 
commitment and a willingness to work. 
We seem to attract a cross section of 
technical and professional expertise 
ranging from lawyers and tradesmen to 
ordinary people with an interest in the 
music scene. 
Q: Do these people get paid? 
A: The type of dedication and 
perseverence shown by the site crew is 
impossible to put a value on. Our 
volunteers seem to get their payment 
from the camaraderie and the knowledge 
that they had a large part in the 
production of a major North American 
' festival. 


Q: Is it easy to produce a Festival or is 
blood, sweat and tears a part of it? 


A: Ina nutshell, no, it is not easy. There 
seem to be a million loose ends to 
consider and the only true indication that 
the job is complete is Friday afternoon 
when these loose ends come together with 
the opening of our first act on main 
stage. As for blood, I hope not; sweat, 
buckets of it; and tears, only if it rains!!

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A COUNTRY CELEBRATION 
by Peter North 


Though we are attending what is 
loosely termed a folk festival, the 
Edmonton Folk Music Festival has 
evolved over the past two years to 
the point where a major focus has 
been placed on country music. 

But in a month’s time, vans, 
trucks, cars will be heading to this 
country’s west coast to partake inan 
annual Canadian event known as 
Country Music Week that showcases 
what some minds figure are 
Canada’s strongest country acts with 
a few international artists thrown in 
for good measure. Those vehicles 
headed for Vancouver, this year’s 
site of Country Music Week, will be 
packed with musicians, instru- 
ments, and road gear or agents, 
managers and promotional kits. 

And, as it has been in the past, a 
great number of the cars, trucks, 
recreation vehicles and road slugs 


headed in the same direction will . 


be filled with fans of country music 
— many of whom book time off from 
their day jobs so their holidays will 
coincide with the annual Country 
Music Week. 

Similar pilgrimages take place in 
July and August as fans flock to a 
multitude of festivals in southern 
Ontario or to what is becoming the 
big daddy of them all, in, of all 
places, Craven, Saskatchewan. 

But for my money, some of the 
folks who attend those spectacles, 
the ones who earnestly take in the 
massive get-togethers in hopes of 
hearing great country music, would 
be far better off reconsidering their 
chosen summer destination. 

Do the country music fans who 
attend other festivals really under- 
stand what they are missing here at 
Gallagher Park in Edmonton? 


A random glance at this year’s 
participants will tell you that many 
recent hit tunes on the country 
charts were penned by these folks, 
proving that folk fests aren't all 
events that dig up relics and ex- 
amine them for three days. 

For instance, a Guy Clark tune 
was picked up by John Conlee. He 
has Clark to thank for his first hit of 
1987, “The Carpenter.” Clark, in- 
cidentally, is making his third ap- 
pearance here. 

George Strait and Ricky Skaggs, 
two of the current members of 
country’s imperial court, cranked 
out their respective hits “Dance 
Time In Texas” and “You Make Me 
Feel Like A Man” after hearing 
Peter Rowan’s original versions. 
Rowan is back after a three-year 
absence with instrumental aces 
Jerry Douglas and Mark O’Connor. 

And the most significant addition 
to this year’s roster, in terms of a 
master songwriter, comes in the 
form of one Rodney Crowell. The 
hits he has written are too many to 
mention here, but artists who have 
cut songs from his extraordinary 
volume of work included Emmylou 
Harris, The Nitty Gritty Dirt Band, 
Waylon Jennings, Bob Seger, Jerry 
Jeff Walker, and Anne Murray. 
What more needs to be said about 
Crowell? 

In addition, the men behind such 
country anthems as “Good Time 
Charlie’s Got The Blues,” “Four 
Strong Winds,” “Tobacco Road,” 
“Abiline,” “Pancho and Lefty,” and 
“If | Needed You“ arein attendance 
this weekend. What we are talking 
about is artists of such a high 
calibre that if they were to retire 
tomorrow their contributions have 
already insured them a spot in the 
Writers’ Hall of Fame. 


Rosanne Cash and Ian Tyson are 
two artists at this year’s festival who 
currently have singles and albums 
riding high on the commercial coun- 
try charts, and both have to be 
assessed as breeds outside the norm 
in that arena. 


All of these artists have incorpor- 
ated elements of traditional country 
music into their songs and at the 
same time embellished their work 
with such original concepts that they 
will always be perceived first and 
foremost as true pioneers in their 
chosen genre. 


Unfortunately, with the exception 
of Tyson, all of the artists mentioned 
are Americans. Granted, with a popu- 
lation that exceeds 200 million, it is 
easier to develop a following of some 
significance stateside and work ona 
more frequent basis without driving 
900 miles between club engagements. 





But when asking the other faction 
of country music to consider this 
festival, the same has be asked of 
those loyal to this festival. 


Too many of our fine songwriters, 
vocalists, and instrumentalists find 
their only brief moments in the 
spotlight at summer festivals such as 
this. 

All too often these same artists are 
found playing to small but thankfully 
enthusiastic crowds in the few water- 
ing holes owned or booked by individ- 
uals who don’t want to sell human 
juke boxes dishing out rehashed hits 
by Alabama or Exile. 

When a musician has the ability to 
make significant contributions to an 
album or live show with the likes of a 
K.D. Lang or an Ian Tyson, they 
must have something worth checking 
out when they move on to pursue 
their own solo careers

Considered a large influence on 
other poet songwriters including 
Joni Mitchell, Leonard Cohen and 
Kris Kristofferson, Eric has 
become known in the last two 
decades as a lyrical and romantic 
love poet.

Eric has been writing and 
performing his own songs for more 
than 20 years, and has recorded 15 
albums. His Blue River album is 
considered a classic. Eric plays

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PHIL ALVIN says he’s a mathematician tirst, a musician second, 
but it’s doubtful that many of his fans will agree. Phil is best known 
as the lead singer of The Blasters, an incredible roots band that has 
boasted such members as Gene Taylor (also at the Festival this 
year), Hollywood Fats, Dave Alvin, Bill Bateman and John Bazz. The 
Blasters’ four albums have introduced roots music to a wide 
audience. 


Last year, Phil recorded Un’Sung Stories, a solo album that won 
acclaim across the board for its revival of many neglected roots 
songs, and included Phil with the Dirty Dozen Jazz Band and Sun 
Ra’s Arkestra. The album included hot jazz, spirituals, blues and 
R&B. Phil is partially credited with renewing interest in old roots 
music by his earnest adv: . While his first love may be 
theoretical math, his fans love him for the talented singer and 
musician he has proven to be. Be prepared for country blues, old 
favorites, songs with social conscience; these, combined with a roots 
revival, are twined together by Phil Alvin’s lonesome and expre

was recorded in New York for CBS 
in 1978. 


Tony writes songs of hope, 
celebration, utopianism, and 
severe human and political 
realities. His range of musical 
emotions explored is stunning and 
his voice covers an incredibly 
varied terrain. 


Tony now lives in New York and 
has become increasingly involved 
in the city’s varied music scene. 
Paul Simon consulted him about 
African musicians during the 
Graceland project. 





rory BLOCK 


If one person could be called a contemporary master of country blues, it 
is RORY BLOCK. As a teen in the 60s in Greenwich Village, Rory was 
deeply influenced by both the old blues singers and the New York folk 
scene. But she’s no imitator. Rory plays the blues her way, adding 
touches of folk and gospel, and with a soulful, sultry voice. “Rory Block 
stands alone as a white woman with first-hand knowledge and training in 
music from the Mississippi Delta,” says the Baltimore Sun’s Rafael Alvaro. 


Rory’s latest album, /’ve Got A Rock In My Sock, features such favorites as 
Taj Mahal and Stevie Wonder. As well, she has recently been recording

MORRIS GOLDBERG was born 
and grew up in Cape Town, South 
ca. He is featured on Paul 
Simon’s Grammy award-winning 
album Graceland, for which he 
received a gold record.

Guitarist COLIN LINDEN has 
established a major reputation as 
a sympathetic and knowledgeable 
sideman and band leader.

Matilda” is ERIC BOGLE’s most 
famous song. Recorded by 
everyone from Rob McKuen and 
the Pogues to Ireland’s Liam 
Clancy and Tommy Makem, it has 
been acclaimed as the most 
powerful anti-war song ever 
written. An ex-Scotsman, now a 
naturalized Australian citizen, Eric 
was awarded the Australian Peace 
Award in ’86 for his song content. 
But that’s far from the only reason 
this man should be appreciated. 
He can create instant empathy 
with his audiences, and ranges 
from his compellingly serious 
ballads such as “Singing the Spirit 
Home,” about an African awaiting 
execution, to “Nobody’s Moggy 
Now,” a humorous account of a 
one-time pet, now a flat cat. His 
presentation is not damaged by 
his range but made all the more 
impressive by this self-effac 

and solid performer. Joining 

are BRENT MILLER on electric 
bass guitar and ANDY McGLOIN 
on electric guitar. Eric doesn’t like 
to leave Australia too often, so we 
consider ourselves fortunate to 
present his great talent at this 
years Edmonton Folk Music 
Festival. 
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[ BILL BOURNE | 
BILL BOURNE is a native Albertan with an international reputation. His 
finger-picking Delta Blues style had him named a master. He played in 
the Scots band The Tannahill Weavers, and this entry into Celtic music 
allowed him to tour Europe, Canada, and the U.S. Bourne, however, 
wanted to get back to basic blues, so he split from the band and has since 
teamed up with the Jim Fitzgerald Band, as well as working in small 
acoustic groups. He now combines the elements of his experience with 
such balance that the audiences are delighted by their wide range. His 
vocals are, if anything, more evocative; the styles range from Celtic to 
Delta Blues, through swing and ’50s rock ’n’ roll. His solo performing has 
increased in depth, and his fiddle and acoustic guitar are as active as 
ever. He is deserving of his international reputation. To listen is to be 
convinced.

WWM 
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JETHRO BURNS is a mandolin virtuoso and comedian who, by his own 
admission, is “one of the part-time greats.” His career as a professional 
entertainer has already lasted more than 50 years, thanks to an early 
start at the age of 12. Many will remember Jethro as a partner in the 
legendary comedy team Homer and Jethro. Their comedy recordings are 
classic, but two unlikely swing instrumental albums, Playing /t Straight and 
It Ain’t Necessarily Square, broke new ground in introducing the mandolin 
in a jazz context. Homer and Jethro’s 39-year association yielded 25 
albums on the RCA label (including a my Award), a series of 
outrageously successful commercials for Kellogg’s Corn Flakes and 
appearances on virtually every major TV show. 


More recently, Jethro has worked as a solo entertainer, in partnership 
with the late Steve Goodman, or with his own Jethro Burns Quartet. A 
master musician and mandolin legend, Jethro is joined by Alberta’s own 
GREAT WESTERN ORCH RA, led by “THE MANDOLIN KID” # 
DAVID WILKIE. The Orchestra is rounded out by NATHAM TINKHAM 
(guitar), CINDY CHURCH (vocals), and STEWART MacDOUGALL 
(piano). These musicians are all outstanding in their own right, and we’re 
thrilled to be able to combine these talents for the Festival.

As befits an artist of her stature 
and background, the career of 
ROSANNE CASH has been well 
documented. She was born in 
Memphis, Tennessee on May 24, 
1955, the first child of Johnny 
Cash and his first wife Vivian 
Liberto. Her birth, however, came 
when his career was just starting 
to take off, so much so that he was 
on the road during much of her 
early years. 


Rosanne’s parents divorced when 
she was eleven. She and her three 
sisters were raised by her mother 
and her stepfather in Ventura, 
California, though she remained 
close to her father. 


“Then my dad started teaching us 
these songs and we were really 
getting into them. ... At one point, 

e said, ‘Why don’t you girls sing 
this one line?’ We were terrible 
and dad was so proud of us.” 
Rosanne left The Cash Show after 
three years to pursue her growing 
interest in acting. Intending to 
enroll in drama school in London, 
she ended up Shay baa CBS 
Records. But during stmas 
break, she went to visit a friend 
who worked for Ariola Records. 
That label became interested in 
her, so in 1978 she enlisted demo 
production assistance from Rodney 
Crowell, whose songwriting she 
admired and whose Ain’t Living 
Long Like This album was receiving 
great acclaim. This album was 
never released in the United 
States. 


But, on the positive side, that 
project did establish her 
relationship with Rodney, whom 
she had only met twice before at 
parties. They married in 1979 and 
_ have since become country music’s 


reigning royalty. 


Rosanne then signed with 
Columbia Records and debuted 
with her Right or Wrong album. But 
the imminent birth of Rosanne 
and Rodney’s first daughter 
prevented her from promoting her 
debut record extensively. 


In January of 1981, Seven Year Ache 
was released and eventually 

gained gold status following nearly 
eight months on the national pop 
charts. 


Rosanne’s third Columbia Records 
project, Somewhere In The Stars, 
came out in September 1982. 
Since July 1981, the family has 
lived in a roomy log house on an 
11-acre homestead near Nashville. 
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Beside writing the bulk of 
material for her new album 
Rhythm and Romance, Rosanne set 
aside time to record. Rosanne’s 
latest recording is her album 
King’s Record Shop. 





GUY CLARK CONTINUED 


Born and raised in Houston, 
Texas, RODNEY CROWELL is the 
son of a honky-tonk bandleader 
and the grandson of a church choir 
leader, a bluegrass banjo player, 
and a guitarist. “My earliest 
memories are that kind of music— 
what I knew, what I heard,” he 
recalls. He was very young when 
he took the music of Hank 
Williams to heart. In 1955 Rodney 
became interested in rock ’n’ roll. 
Like practically every member of 
his generation, his life was forever 


‘changed by the Beatles. “There I 


was playing drums behind my 


father, playing country shuffle all 


night long, and I was called from 
that to this new kind of thing. At 
that point I started drifting away 
from playing drums with my dad 
and got some guys with guitars so 
we could cover Beatle songs and 
whatever else was going around. 
And I figured out real quick that I 
couldn’t sit back there and play 
the drums and lead it, take it 
where I wanted to go. That’s when 
I learned to play the guitar and 
started standing up and singing 
songs.” 

Crowell’s next career turn 
occurred in early 1975 when he 
was visiting Austin, and sat in on 
guitar with Emmylou Harris, who 
by then had recorded several of his 
tunes. He then went on tour with 
the Hot Band. In 1980 Rodney 
released But What Will The 
Neighbours Think?, which was 
nominated for two Grammy 
awards. 


Since then, Rodney has spent most 
of his time writing songs and 
producing for others, as well as 
raising a family with Rosanne, 
whom he married in 1979. He’s 
produced albums for many artists 
including Rosanne, Bobby Bare, 
Guy Clark, Albert Lee, Sissy 
Spacek, Larry Willoughby, and the 
Columbia Survivors LP with 
Johnny Cash, Jerry Lee Lewis and 
Carl Perkins. Rodney’s 
compositions have been recorded 
by artists as diverse as Jermaine 
Jackson, Nana Mouskouri, John 
Denver, McGuinn-Hillman Band, 
Jimmy Buffet, Jerry Jeff Walker, 
the Seldom Scene, and Foghat. 


“The reason I write is so that I can 
perform,” he explains. “It’s always 
been that way. People think maybe 
that I write songs for other people 
to record, but that’s not true. 
Everything I write is for me to 
perform first, and that’s probably 
why the songs work so well for 
others.”

JOHN FAHEY started his career 
in 1959 as a night manager in an 
Esso station, picking in the slow 
hours. A friend who showed up to 
get gas suggested he make a 
record — and the rest is record 
history. Self-taught, self- 
motivated, with both B.A. and 
Masters degrees in Mythology and 
Folklore; Fahey has been called 
the popularizer of the 
contemporary “finger-picking” 
guitar style. His music derives 
from highly diverse cultures, 
ranging from Cajun folk to 
Balinese, Indian to classical. To 
date, he has recorded 26 albums. 


Fahey is the musical genius who 
has left his mark on a generation 
of musicians from Leo Kottke and 


Mike Auldridge to George Winston 


and William Ackerman, and was 
once called “the Segovia of the 
steel-string guitar.” Blind Boy 
Fuller and John Hurt meet

She has recorded three solo 
albums, several duet albums with 
Toni Brown, and also produced 
Ferron’s latest album Shadows on a 
Dime, as well as albums by Robin 
Flower, Hunter Davis and April 
Masten. Terry creates a distinctive 
experience not soon forgotten. 
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FERRON has been aptly described 
as one of Canada’s most acclaimed 
writers of the 1980s. Her powerful 
songs cover everything from 
politics to personal trails; her 
lyrics are tough, honest, 
uncompromising, and beautiful. 


A self-taught musician who 
started writing songs at the age of 
14, Ferron is now indisputably a 
world-class songwriter. 
“Testimony,” the title song from 
her third album (released in 
1980), has become a universally 
acknowledged affirmation of 
womankind. Ferron’s latest 
albums Shadows On A Dime, 
released in 1984, has been called 
her best to date, and was highly 
acclaimed by reviewers. 


It has been many years since 
Ferron appeared in Edmonton, 
and, after a long, self-imposed 
writer’s hiatus, we look forward to 
hearing her again.

A sampling 
from the album includes the comic “Air Conditioner”, about a woman who 
won't go home with a guy, no matter what he might have going for him, 
unless he also has an air-conditioned place to live; and the more serious 
“Gettin’ Used to Leavin’ ”, a poignant emotional reminder of that time in 
} everyone’s life when they must pack their bags and move on.

His songs are a 
purely Canadian experience, composed of scenes and sounds that bring 
home Canada’s unique culture and landscapes. The winner of eight 
Junos for his music, McLauchlan crosses all boundaries with finely 
crafted songsmithing. His latest record, Midnight Break, is highly 
recommended. Asked what his plans were lately, McLauchlan says he is 
halfway through writing songs for a new “acoustic-based country folk 
album.” He is almost certain to give us a sneak preview of new material. 


During his Saturday afternoon mainstage concert, Murray will be joined 
by several special guests including DANNY GREENSPOON, KIT 
JOHNSON and a few surprises. 


A storehouse of blues knowledge and a large piece of jazz history, BIG 
MILLER is the last of the great Kansas “scat” singers, a group that 
included the likes of Big Joe Turner. He has played with many musical 
legends — Jay McShann, Duke Ellington, Count Basie, Lionel Hampton, 
and the list continues. Big moved to Canada more than 15 years ago and 
quickly established himself in this country’s music scene, winning a Juno 
Award in 1979 for that year’s best jazz album (recorded with The Tommy 
Banks Big Band). Big was accorded a major write-up in Sheldon Harris’ 
Blues Who’s Who, which he has earned for a lifetime of contributions to the 
growth of blues and jazz as musical genres. Big has also worked 
extensively as an actor and starred in the camp horror film Big Meat Eater 
a couple of years ago. He has appeared in concerts and festivals all over 
the world with a repertoire of jazz standards, blues and gospel. This man 
gets down to brass tacks!

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DANNY O’KEEFE began his 
musical career in the 
Minneapolis-St.Paul, Minnesota, 
coffee house circuit before 
returning to his home state of 
Wa n. In 1969 a meeting 
with Buffalo Sp 








ringfield manager 
Charles Green led to a phone 
audition with Ahmet Ertegun, 
president of Atlantic Records. 
O’Keefe’s second album for that 
label produced the Top 10 hit, and 
now standard, “Goodtime Charlie’s 
Got the Blues”, a song since 
recorded by Elvis Presley, Waylon 
Jennings, Charlie McCoy, Willie 
Nelson, Leon Russell, Charlie 
Rich, Jerry Lee Lewis, Cab 
Calloway and others too numerous 
to mention. It was recently 
performed on an episode of the 
television show “Night Court” by 
Mel Torme. 


Several of O’Keefe’s other songs 
have been recorded by well-known 
artists, among them: Jackson 
Browne, “The Road”; Leo Sayer 
and Donny Hathaway, 
“Magdalena”; Judy Collins, “Angel 
Spread Your Wings”; Gary Stewart 
and Andy Williams, “Quits”; and 
the Mark-Almond Band, “You 
Look Just Like A Girl Again”. 
O'Keefe also co-wrote and 
performed two songs with Hohn 
Klemmer on his Magnificent 
Madness album for Elektra 
Records. 


In 1984 O’Keefe released The Day 
To Day on the small independent 
label Coldwater Records. The 
album produced two singles: 
“Along for the Ride” and 
“Someday,” both co-written with 
long-time friend and associate Bill 
Braun. The album, a limited 
pressing of twenty thousand, today 
is a collector’s item of some value 
witn no plans to re-release. 


O’Keefe continues to work 
regularly as a solo performer in 
the U.S. and Europe.

Yank is the composer of “She 
Caught the Katy,” a standard 
recorded by the Blues Brothers, 
Taj Mahal, Albert King, and many 
others. Yank is the last remaining 
blues artist who firgt recorded in 
the 1920s — the country blues 
heyday.

Yank is an original who, in his own 
words, writes and sings “my own 
style of blues” and “play every 
note I sing on the mandolin.”

Concessions and Crafts are also 
crews we couldn't do without. 
Keeping the concession and 
crafts people happy is‘not always 
easy but they manage if. You'll 
seldom see them, but if the 
coffee’s hot, the icecream cold 
and artisans are smiling, you'll 
know they're on the job. 


The most invisible is the Bingo 
Crew. These die-hards run the 
fundraisers between festivals. 
While most organizations find 
staffing bingoes hard, we don't 
have any problem. The crew list 
for this fall is almost full! If you 
can't pick them out of the crowd, 
it's because they're wearing the T- 
shirts of the other crews they work 
on during the Festival. 


What attracts these 600 people 
and keeps them coming back 
every year, some for the eighth 
summer? 


Officially, our volunteers commit 
twelve hours to the Festival.

They receive Festival Network 
membership cards and the newsletter throughout the year. For most, 
however, there are more important, intangible rewards. 


Our volunteers are self-motivated people who get involved. The Festival 
gives them a rare opportunity to participate in a project that welcomes 
creative input and offers something significant and worthwhile to the 
community. , 


Many volunteer for other festivals but seldom do they feel so well 
treated or their skills Dut to such good use. They like the organic rather 
than bureaucratic atmosphere of the Festival, knowing that cooperation 
produces results of the greatest quality. Perhaps this is why the return 
rate <y our volunteers is so high and many arrange their holidays to be a 
part of it. 


Among our volunteers you'll find doctors, lawyers, teachers, executives, 
tradesmen, salesmen and students — a true cross-section of the 
community. For some it’s an opportunity to do something different. The 
members of Kitchen Crew all share a love of preparing food yet there's 
not a professional chef in the lot. First Aid, on the other hands, is staffed 
entirely by doctors and nurses. Site relies on the services of experienced 
electricians, carpenters, gas fitters and plumbers. For these people it’s 
an opportunity to share their special skills.
